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AS WHISKEY 
SLEUTH 


In the war being waged upon illicit 
liquor sellers Canada has not yet pro- 
duced, so far as we are aware, a 
sleuth whose name has become fam- 
ous. But in the City and State of 
New York, when one mentions the 


name of Einstein, it is assumed that 
he is not speaking of the author of the 
theory of relativity, but ofthe famous 
Izzy, who has probably done more 
than any man in the United States, 
with the single exception of Mr. Vol- 
stead, to make the country dry. Izzy 
Einstein was a postal employee, who 
was attracted to the business of hunt- 
ing down the dispensers of hooch be- 
cause of the greater rewards. He has 
more than made good. He has become 
famous. Of course he has had a rich 
field to work upon, for the sellers of 
liquor are to be numbered by the tens 
of thousands; but the fact that no 
other detective has anything like his 
record is an indication of either sup- 
erior probity or superior intelligence 
on the part of this Mr. Einstein. 


The Disguised Sleuth 


His racial origin we infer from his 
name. He speaks half a dozen lang- 
uages and has a dozen disguises. Some- 
times he appears in evening clothes 
in some select party at a road house. 
Sometimes he dresses in overalls and 
arrests some bootlegger who is doing 
business with the navvies. His most 
successful role is that of a business 
man who is thirsty and in a hurry, 
and ddes not care much what he 
spends for a drink. Izzy is said not 
to look like a detective, which in itself 
is no mean feat for a detective, and 
one attained in Toronto by only one 
detective that we are aware of, name- 
ly, Walter McConnell. Nor does he 
look like a private detective, for, while 
private detectives are not to be re- 
vealed by their feet, their stature or 
their walk, there is something about 
them that just naturally arouses sus- 
picion—and not only among law- 
breakers. It happens that, though the 
name of Einstein is a household cuss- 
word among breakers of the liquor 
laws in New York State, the face of 
the mar is familiar to few of them 
When he becomes easily recognizable 
his value as an officer will vanish. 


Two Thousand Cases 


It is said that Einstein and his lieu- 
tenant, Moe Smith, have seized more 
liquor and secured more convictions 
for violation of the liquor laws than 
any other half-dozen spotters in the 
United States. Perhaps his largest 
haul was that of two thousand cases 
of whiskey and 367 barrels of wine. 
Another haul consisted of seven hun- 
dred cases. But though Izzy is na- 
turally proud of these wholesale cap- 
tures, he does not disdain the half 
bottle or the single drink. He has 
secured many convictions on the evi- 
dence supplied by a mere fraction of 
a drink. His breast pocket is lined 
with rubber and contains a funnel 
leading into a small flask. When he 
takes a drink he also empties part of 
the damning evidence into his pocket, 
there to be produced in court next day 
Wherever there is excitement there 
is Izzy. When the milk drivers in New 
York were on strike he volunteered as 
a strike-bréaker and secured the con- 
viction of half a dozen saloonkeepers 
in the neighborhood of the stables. 


Trapping a Druggist 


He takes particular pride in a cap- 
ture he made last July on the occa- 
sion of the great anti-prohibition 
parade in New York City. He was 
one of the paraders, but dropped out 
at a certain corner and entered a 
drug store, where he asked for half 
a pint. It was sold him, and he put 
it in his pocket. He still lingered and 
looked over other articles for sale. 
Then the druggist said: “Come back, 
friend, and I'll sell you some real 
stuff. I wasn’t sure who you were 
when you came in and I gave you col- 
ored water. But you haven't tried to 
pinch me, so I guess yore all right.” 
Then he got the real stuff and ar- 
rested the druggist. On another oc- 
casion he made his way into the York- 
ville Casino with a trombone under 
his arm and arrayed as a minstrel. On 
a similar occasion in Brooklyn he en- 
tered a restaurant and played the 
violin until his delighted listeners pro- 
duced pocket flasks for his refresh- 
ment, with disastrous consequences to 
themselves and their hospitable in- 
stinets, 


Izzy’s Ruses 


A favorite role with Einstein is that 
of the business man who has just clos- 
ed a profitable deal and wishes to cel- 
ebrate in something a good deal more 
When 


illegal than ginger ale. he 
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successful stunt, which was worked 
on a score of hotelkeepers throughout 
the state, was for Izzy to ask the 
proprietor of the suspected resort for 
a fountain pen in order that Izzy’s 
companion might make out a cheque 
for the car which Izzy had just sold 
him. Then, to clinch the deal, there 
would be a suggestion of a drink, and 
usually the hotelkeeper rose to the 
occasion. For a time he was success- 
ful in feigning a toothache or an at- 
tack of cramps in order to induce the 
unwary and sympathetic to produce 
the desired drink. But this ruse has 
been so often used that it has ceased 
to be a business getter. Izzy Einstein 
has found that the best way to get a 
drink is to pretend he is the sort of 
man who wants a drink and can pay 
for it.

A number of new appointments of 
importance to the farming and irriga- 
tion interests of Alberta have just 
been made by George Hoadley, Minis- 
ter of Agriculture. From now on all 
agricultural agents will be under the 
direct control of S. G. Carlyle, Provin- 
cial Live Stock Commissioner, 


W. J. Stevens has been appointed 
commissioner of field crops and will 
occupy the position formerly held by 
the superintendent of the seed and 
weed branch of the department of 
agriculture. Mr, Stevens was for a 
number of years, principal of the 
Claresholm Agricultural School, and 
has made a special study of the mar- 
keting and growth of seeds. i. 

C. D. McMillan, at present in charge 
of the demonstration farm at Stony 
Plain, will act as agricultural agent, 
with headquarters at Stony Plain. 

G. W. Fletcher, in charge of the 
demonstration farm at Athabasca 
Landing, will also act as agricultural 
agent for that part of the country, 
with headquarters at the farm. 

H. W. Sctott, who has been the agri- 
cultural agent of the Sedgwick coun- 
try for a number of years, will con- 
tinue to act in that capacity at the 
Sedgwick demonstration farm. 

R. Austin, who has been in charge of 
the demonstration farm connected 
with the Agricultural School of Glei- 
chen and lecturing on live stock at the 
institution, will now also act as agri- 
cultural agent of that district. 

M. L. Freng, who has been in charge 
of the branch of the agricultural de- 
partment at Lethbridge for some 
years and has made a specialty of ir- 
rigation will continue to act as agri- 
cultural agent, stationed at Leth- 
bridge. 

With the purpose of giving the high- 
est class of service available, states 
Mr. Hoadley, Prof. Murray lately in 
charge of the Noble Foundation, and 
recognized as one of the best agricul- 
tural experts in Canada, has been se- 
cured to act as agricultural agent in 
the drought area with headquarters at 
Medicine Hat. 

The agricultural schools at Gleicher 
and Youngstown states the minister 
will be closed for the time being. 

Mr. Freng is noted as an irrigation 
expert and working in conjunction 
with Professor Murray, these two men 
are expected to render splendid ser- 
vice to the dry country of this prov- 
ince. 


Premier Greenfield is planning to 
put into effect a scheme whereby the 
members of the government side in the 
legislature will be able to study the 
workngs of the various departments of 
the government in a more intensive 
way. These members have left wit 
Premier Greenfield the task of group- 
ing them into different groups, each 
group to take up the study of one de- 
partment, and to hold meetings with 
the minister in charge of that depart- 
ment. This suggestion was made by 
the members themselves. 

Conferences were held the past week 
between Hon. Alex. Ross, Minister of 
Public Works, and the road engineers 
of the government from the different 
parts of the province, to discuss plans 
for the season’s road program. The 
minister will shortly consider the ap- 
pointment of the new Highways Board 
and Highways Commissioner. The ap- 
pointment of the secretary of the new 
Bureau of Labor which is to be under 
Mr. Ross’ Department, will also be 
considered, 


Residents of the Grande Prairie dis- 
trict are to vote on May 15 on the 
establishment of a Municipal Hospital 
District, At the same time a plebiscite 
will be taken to fix the location of the 
new hospital that will be built. Un- 
der a new amendment to The Muni- 
cipal Act, the location of the hospital 
building in any hospital district may 
be settled by a separate plebiscite, 
the hospital to be located at the point 
receiving the largest number of votes.

The Municipal Hospitals Branch is 
to extend assistance to the Taber Hos- 
pital to enable it to carry on, This 
has been decided after an investiga- 
tion conducted by A. K. Whiston, Sup- 
ervisor of Organization, at the re- 
quest of the Taber Hospital authori- 
ties. 


New officials have been appointed 
on the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway to fill vacancies caused by 
resignation recently. G. 8S. MeDon- 
nell takes the place of 8S, A. Brand as 
auditor of traffic receipts and freight 
agent, while the position of chief clerk 
recently vacated by E, Armstrong, 
will be filled by Joseph Roberts. Both 
the new appointees have had exten- 
sive experience in railway circles. 


Premier Greenfield and Attorney- 
General Brownlee spent a few days 
last week at Victoria, B.C., recuperat- 
ing from the strain of the session, and 
studying matters in connection with 
the natural resources. They are go- 
ing to Ottawa shortly to take up the 
question with the dominion govern- 
ment, when it is expected that nego- 
tiations for the return of the natural 
resources to Alberta will be opened. 


Police reports in Calgary for the 


the number of intoxicated persons 
arrested during that month was only 
22, in comparison with 70 in March, 
1921. 


The provincial government is now 
considering the appointment of a com- 
missioner to have charge of the ad- 
ninistration of the drought area re- 
lief act. Hon. J. E. Brownlee, At- 
torney-General, has special charge of 
this legislation, and states that the 
best man available for this position 
will be appointed. There will also be 
district commissioners associated with 
the new commissioner in an advisory 
capacity. 


New companies incorporated recent- 
ly in the province include the Central 
Alberta stock farms at Gadsby, with 
a capital of $100,000, and the Irma Oil 
Holdings, Ltd., at Irma, with a capital 
of $20,000. 


Additions have been made to the 
regulations under the theatres act 
which will permit the provincial sec- 
retery to issue temporary licenses, in 
the case of theatres in other places 
than cities, to proper and suitable per- 
sons, though they may not have serv- 
ed the full apprenticeship period of 
six months. This temporary license 
shall be valid only until the person 
holding it is given an ora! examina- 
t‘on by the inspector. 


Attendance at Theatres 


Revenues from the theatres branch 
of the provincial government increas 
ed $14,558.29 last year, according to 
the annual report of Howard Douglas, 
Chief Censor and Administrator of 
The Theatres Act. The increase in 
revenue from the amusement tax alone 
was $10,893.79. 

The total numbef of permits for the 
year for pictures was 2,011 covering 
5,333 reels, a decrease of 100 reels 
from the preceding year. Of this 
number 4,240 were passed upon by the 
censor, the remaining being films 
which had already passed in all the 
provinces east of Alberta. Fifty-four

The Cream Buying Stations 


Elimination of cream buying sta-} 


tions, as provided for in the Amend- 
ments to The Dairymen’s Act passed 
at the recent session, will not prevent 
farmers or creameries maintaining 
agents at local points to look after 
the shipment of cream. This is the 
statement made by officials of the Ag 
ricultural Department, after consulta 
tion with the officials of the Attorney 
General’s Department. 

The Attorney-General’s Department 
has interpreted “cream buying sta 
tions” to mean, in the spirit of the 
act, stations for the sampling, grad 


ing, weighing and testing of cream, | 
and that the elimination of these sta- | 


tions will be insofar as these services 


alone are concerned, and that there 


is nothing in the new legislation to |

month of March of this year show : those opposed to the elimina- 


tion of cream stations saw in the pro- 
posed new system, that it would mean 
that cream shippers would have no 
system of caring for cream at ship- 
ping points. But this difficulty has 
now been overcome. 

The great object behind the new 
movement is to clear the channel be- 
tween the producer of high grade 
cream and the market for high grade 
butter, in other words, to see that the 
farmer who takes the trouble to put 
the quality into his cream—and no 
person else can put it there—gets the 
benefit of his effort by being able to 
reach the highest market. available. 
This will be accomplished Chiefly by 
the fact that cream now will be grad- 
ed by disinterested government grad- 
ers at central points. 

The old system of cream buying sta- 
tions was estimated to have cost the 
industry $250,000 annually. It is 
estimated that the restricted service 
at local points under the new amend- 
ments, should not cost more than 
$50,000. In addition to this the gov- 
ernment has appropriated $40,000 for 
government grading, which makes a 
total of $90,000 or approximately 
$100,000. If these figures are ulti- 
mately borne out, it means a direct 
saving to the industry of $150,000. 

Furthermore, the dairy commission- 
er is confident that the improvement 
of quality during the first year of the 
new system will reach the value of 
$150,000. This improvement in qual- 
ity would increase and be cumulative 
from year to year, increasing the a- 
mount of revenue to the industry and 
resulting in the securing and holding 
of quality for Alberta butter. 

It is pointed out by the Dairy Com- 
missioner that since the year 1917 the 
percentage of “specials” or high grade 
in the butter graded by the depart- 
ment, had fallen from 56.3 per cent to 

7.7 per. cent. in 1921, with a conse- 
quent increase in “seconds” or low 
grade butter. In 1917 Alberta butter 
|had reached the highest peak of qual- 
ity, in the history of the industry in 
this province.

Revenue from New Taxes 


Approximately one million dol'ars 
is what the provincial government ex- 
pects to get from the new taxes which 
have been approved by the legisla- 
ture. 

The new tax of two cents a gallon 
on gasoline is expected to yield at 
least $200,000 after it comes into ef- 
fect May 1, 

The doubling of the provincial tax 
on coal by another five cents a ton, 
will practically double the revenue 
from this source, which amounted to 
275,000 in 1921, when production was 
at x low ebb. By imposing a tax on 
grain elevators, the government will 
derive about $45,000 from an entire- 
ly new source, 

Higher rates established under the 
amusement tax will boost the collec- 
tion of $181,000 made in 1921 to well 
over $265,000 this year, it is antici- 
pated. 

Increasing the taxation of the fire 
and life insurance companies from 
one to two per cent on premium re- 
turns, will bring in approximately 
$220,000 this year instead of $110,000 
as in 1921, 

The tax on express companies is ad- 
vanced from $250 to $5000 annually in 
Edmonton and Calgary with a higher 
schedule for smaller centres in the 
province. Telegraph companies are 
required to pay on a basis of two in- 
stead of one per cent. as in the past. 
These increases will mean additional 
revenue of about $15,000. 

Under an agreement with the C.P.R 
in respect to the tax on provincial 
mileage, the company will pay $135 
a mile instead of $100 a mile in taxes, 
this meaning $38,000 extra. Last year 
the railway mileage tax brought in 
$188,700 from the C.P.R. alone, the 
tax on the Canadian National lines be- 
ing still in dispute in ube courts. 

The license now imposed on pro- 
duce merchants is #n entirely new tax 
but at the nominal fee of $10 is not 
expected to produce more than $10,000 
jin revenue, 
| Under the new schedule of collec 
| tions under the succession duties tax 
branch, it is expected that the revenue 
will be about $25,000 more this year. 
Restaurants and places of refresh- 
;ments in cities and towns are requir- 
ed to pay a license of $10 yearly, with 
$5 for such places in villages. Liquor 
export concerns must pay a license of 
$2,000 for each warehouse, with a sur- 
charge of $2 a gallon for all stocks 
over 1,000 gallons on October Ist. 
| From these two new sources a revenue 
of probably $75,000 will be obtained.

The Estimates 


A statement given to the legisla- 
ture by Premier Greenfield during con- 
sideration of the estimates, showed 
that while there was an increase this 
year of $1,077,396.73 on estimates for 
1922, as compared with the estimates 
for 1921, yet there is shown a de- 
crease of $3,878,906.23 on the esti- 
mates for 1922 as compared with ac- 
tual expenditures for 1921. The gov- 
ernment estimated in 1921 an expendi- 
ture of $26,471,190.15 but actually 
spent $31,427,493.11 of which $2,784,- 
848.14 was for seed grain notes. E 
elusive of this amount, the acutal ex 
penditures in 1921 totalled $28,642,- 
644.97, which was $2,171,454.82 great- 
er than had been estimated, and which 
was $1,094,058.09 greater than the 
estimates for this ear, which total 
$27,548,586.88. 

In some cases there have been in- 
creases in this year’s estimates over 
the estimates of 1921. These increas- 
es are accounted for as follows:

Interest on public debt, increased by 
$824,282.07, on account of increased 
borrowings of $18,000,000 in 1921. 

Civil government increased by $19,- 
000 which includes increase in cleri- 
cal staff in the service, and appoint- 
ment of the freight supervisor and es- 
tablishment of his office staff. 

Legislation—increased hy $60,000 
caused chiefly by the consolidation of 
the statutes and increase in member- 
ship of the house. 

Administration of justice—-increas- | 
ed by $109,000 which includes further 
provision for reformatory and moth 
er’s allowances, children’s protection 
and provincial police increases. There 
is a decrease of $20,000 in the land 
titles offices, which makes the net 
increase $89,000. 

Education—There is an increase of 
$121,000 in grants to schools and an 
increase of $106,000 in grant to uni-!

MONST'RMAY 
STILL EXIST 


Reports that a prehistoric monster 


resembling a plesiosaurus has been 
seen in Patagonia, have interested 


scientists, though most of them are 
inclined to believe it impossible that 
one of them has survived. Neverthe- 
sess, we are informed that an expedi- 
tion is to be sent to the region where 
the two hunters report having seen 
the creature. Most readers will re- 
call that Conan Doyle, who usually 
has a foundation of fact under his im 
aginative flights, wrote a story, “The 
Lost World,” in which half a dozen of 
these species, supposed to have become 
extinct for millions of years, were dis 
covered upon a plateau in South Am- 
erica, Patagonia is a plateau, and 
all we care to venture offhand is that 
Patagonia is as likely to be the home 
of a plesiosaurus as any other part of 


the world of which we have any 
knowledge. 
The Record of the Rocks. 

All that mankind knows of the 
plesiosaurus, the brontosaurus, the 
pterodactyl, the iguanodon, and the 
megalosaurus is contained in the 
“Record of the Rocks.” We have 


found traces of all of them, including 
some complete fossils. The plesio 
saurus was a half fish, half mammal, 
a huge reptile returning to a whale 
like life in the sea, and measured 
thirty feet from snout to tip of tail, 
half this length being composed of 
neck. Here is the description of one 
of them as given by Doyle:— 

“One great flat creature like a mat 
of black, greasy leather flopped its 
way slowly to the lake. Here and 
there high serpent heads projected out 
of the water, cutting swiftly through 
it with a little column of foam in front 
and a long single wake behind, rising 
and falling in graceful undulations as 
they went.

Worth While Desins 


(By Loretta C. Lynch.) 


Are all desserts harmful to diges 
tion? asks a housewife who is trying 
to do what is right in the way of foods 
for her family. 

Of course, every variety of dessert 
is'not harmful to digestion. The trou- 
ble seems to be that folks only think 
of rich, elaborate pastries and the like 
when they speak of dessert. And, 
while these in themselves are not 
harmful, they are almost rich enough 
in many cases to be a whole meal in 
themselves, 

One of the reasons these rich des- 
serts cause digestive disturbances is 
because they are too often eaten after 
a heavy meal, when one has already 
had enough to eat, 

Since most adults do not have suffi- 
cient milk in the diet to supply the ne- 
cessary elements diets frequently lack, 
it is well for the meal-planner to work 
milk into the dessert often. 

The dessert containing milk, how- 
ever, should be considered a definite 
part of the meal—in place of meat, 
perhaps or to add to the meal if there 
is very little meat. The dessert 
should never be considered as some- 
thing suspended from the meal to be 
eaten when one has had more than he 
should eat.

To prepare this delicious dessert— 
for ‘a family of six—pick over and 
wash half a measuring cup of rice. 

Soak it over night in cold water. 
Drain and put in the double boiler 
with threecups of milk and cook, stir- 
ring occasionally until the rice is soft. 
Add one-half cup sugar, one and one- 
half tablespoons lemon juice and the 
grated rind of about two-thirds of a 
lemon, three-fourths teaspoon of salt, 
and the slightly beaten yolks of two 
eggs. 

Cook until the mixture thickens; 
turn into a buttered pudding dish and 
cool, Beat: the whites of the eggs un- 
til stiff and add gradually two table- 
spoons of powdered sugar and one- 
fourth teaspoon lemon extract. Cover 
top of pudding with meringue, and 
bake in a moderate oven just long 
enough to brown the meringue. 

All measurements must be taken 
absolutely—not nearly—level, and the 
standard half-pint measuring cup is 
indicated. 

Besides the milk desserts, 
dried, stewed or canned fruits are all 
in order. The idea of a simple piece

Everyday Religion 
“POOR LITTLE FOOL!” 


(Dr. Thurlow Fraser.) 


In the first rush of the Germans a- 
cross Belgium and France in the sum- 
mer of 1914 they missed and passed 
isolated groups of French soldiers, 
generally in rough or wooded coun- 
try. When the gaps in the German 
armies closed behind these, the 
French outposts were cut off complete- 
ly from their own country. But the 
gallant little bands of Frenchmen had 
no thought of giving in. They hid 
themselves in the vast forests about 
Valenciennes and along the Belglan 
and Luxemburg borders and carried 
on. With no rations but what they 
could capture from the Germans, they 
instituted a guerilla warfare of their 
own, in which little merey was shown 
on either side. The Germans knew to 
their cost that the Frenchmen were 
there in the woods, but they rarely 
could find any of them. 


One day a party of Germans cap- 
tured a French boy of about twelve 
years of age who was carrying some 
food, At once they suspected that he 
was taking it to some of the hidden 
French soldiers. The story of it was 
found in the diary of a German ser- 
geant picked up on the field of battle. 


They asked the boy where he was 
taking the food. He refused to tell 
them, They told him that they knew 
that he was carrying it to French 
soldiers, and demanded to know where 
they were. He would not tell. They 
told him that if he did not guide them 
to the Frenchmen’s hiding-place they 
would shoot him. Again he refused 
They tied the little fellow to a tree 
and the firing party fell.in before him. 
Once more he was given the chance to 
betray his fellow-countrymen or be 
shot. The tears sprang to the boy’s 
eyes as he faced death there alone 
with his country’s foe, but even at the 
cost of his life he would not be false to 
France. He determinedly refused to 
betray her soldiers. A gruff com- 
mand in German; a dozen rifles spoke 
as one; another guttural command, 


and the party of invaders marched on, 
leaving a little body hanging limp and 
bleeding in the ropes which bound it 
to the tree in the midst of a great for- 
est. 

“Poor little fool!” wrote the Ger- 
man sergeant in his diary; “he could 
have saved his life for telling. He got 
what he deserved for his stubborn- 
ness.” 

“Poor little fool!” So wrote the 
German. Stupid; brutal; ever mis- 
understanding the deepest spiritual 
meaning of actions; Ever imagining 
that nothing counted in this world 
but personal profit or brute force! 
Deluded into the idea that frightful- 
ness would frighten other people into 
submission, and terror would terror- 


ize them into unresisted slavery. He 
is incapable of understanding the 
spirit which actuated that little 
French lad. 


But France understood. In the 
midst of the honor roll of the greatest 
heroes of the war alongside of the 
names of soldiers and sailors and air- 
men, of generals and marshals of 
France is the name of a little chap of 
twelve years old, who died alone 
with his face to the foe in one of the 
great forests of northern France.

It is estimated 
by a writer in the New York Herald 
that Dempsey is now earning at the 
rate of half a million dollars a year. 
Apart from his training he will not 
work an hour a year. 


The Bambino 


Babe Ruth may be said to have be- 
gun his career in 1913, when he was 
a member of an amateur baseball! 
team in Baltimore. At that time he 
was an inmate of a charitable institu- 
tion, and the best thing he could look 
forward to, the thing for which he 
seemed best fitted, was the occupa- 
tion of cigarmaker. However, he made 
an early reputation for himself as a 
batter, and won the interest of Jack 
Dunn, manager of the Baltimore Club, 
in the International League, Dunn 
developed him and sold him to Boston 
Later he was bought by New York at 
a record-breaking price, and is now 
credited with earning, through base- 
ball, vaudeville and moving pictures, 
something like $100,000 a year. Ruth 
works two or three hours a day in 
the summer months, when the weather 
is favorable, perhaps five or six days 
a week. There is no doubt that he 
likes the work. It is really pleasure 
for him. Ruth would probably not be 
playnig ball if he had to pay to play 
it.

Will Rogers began life as a cow- 
boy in Oklahoma.

There will be a distribution of sun- 
flower seed for silage crops in this 
part this year. The seed will be dis- 
tributed in the same manner and on 
the same terms that other seed is be- 
ing distributed. Each man may se- 
cure fifty pounds of sunflower seed 
or corn, or part of each up to fifty 
pounds. 


Grasshoppers are reported as being 
in evidence in the district. The in- 
sects are thought to have been hatch- 
ed last fall during the warm period 
just before the freeze up. A deter- 
mined effort is to be made to combat 
these pests before they do their mi- 
grating stunt from the grass lands 
to the grain fields. The biggest ef- 
fort will be made about the early part 
of June at the time they are coming 
forth in the greatest number. 


Weeds, insects and rust do $32,000,- 
000 worth of damage to Manitoba 
crops annually, so says Professor John 
Bracken. Stem rust has caused an 
average annual loss of more than 5,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat each year 
since 1916 and the lowered production 
through insect depredations amounts 
to $7,000,000 a year, while in 1921 
alone the western wheat stem fly re- 
duced the yield of wheat in Manitoba 
by 3,555,000 bushels.

There are some people, who while 
they admit that the starving Russian 
children should receive relief, still 
they withhold their contributions on 
the pretext that they are not sure that 
the money would reach its desired des 
tination. On this point their fears are 
| groundless. Everything that can be 
done to satisfy the most exacting on 
this point has been done. On this 

‘matter Dr. Nansen, appointed by the 
League of Nations to co-ordinate re- 
relief work in Russia says: 

“Everybody who has given to the 
funds of the relief in Russia—and ev- 
eryone who will give to them—may 
have the most absolute assurance that 
|so far as our agreement is concerned, 
| the resources which they place at our 


| disposal will reach those for whom 
| they are intended. The British pub- 
‘lie, Dr. Nansen added, might have 
| special assurance on that point. Ev- 


erything contributed within the Brit- 
tish Isles had been and would be ad- 
ministered by British hands and under 
British supervision and control.” 

Surely, in the face of such an em- 
| phatic statement, nothing more on this 
score can be asked? All Canadian 
contributions pass through British re- 
lief agencies in Russia. Those who 
have charge of the distribution know 
their business, and their methods have 
stood the test of experience. *

CURIOUS CUSTOMS ON 
OF YAP. 


ISLAND 


New worlds to conquor are always 
being discovered by the uplifters. No 

ner have they succeeded in making 
a sort of earthly 
Paradise, as a result of prohibition, 
than the country becomes interested 
in the Island of Yap, and the news 
from Yap is that it is a fertile field for 
the labor of the reformers. It is true 
that the inhabitants cannot be prevail- 
ed upon to drink any alcoholic bever- 
age of any kind whatever. They are 
also gentle, courteous folk, but they 
have no morals in the sense that civil- 
ized people have morals. They are 
extremely promiscuous, but happy, 
andjone of the first difficulties of the 
American missionary will be to awake 
them to a consciousness of their sin, to 
use an expression of Somerset Maugh- 
an’s, used in somewhat similar circum- 
stances. Oddly enough, it is not the 
men who have plural husbands. Po- 
lyandry, and not polygamy, appears 
to be the sin which so easily besets the 
Yappers. 

Polyandry, 

So far as we are aware, no effort 
has been made to wean them from 
this evil habit, and as both men and 
women seem quite satisfied with it, 
there may be some difficulty in doing 
so. Whether the practice was estab 
lished, as in certain parts of Asia, as 
a result of a preponderance of men, 
or whether it is merely a racial cus- 
tom, like rubbing noses, is not ex- 
plained. In certain uncivilized coun- 
tries, where women are largely out- 


‘numbered by the men, some form of 


polyandry is almost certain to be prac- 
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tiesd, just as a preponderance of wo- 
men leads to polygamy. It is said 
that the inhabitants of Yap differ 
from other human beings, in being de- 
void of sexual jealousy. The woman, 
who may have a dozen husbands, is 
impartial in her favors, and the hus- 
bands show no more sense of rivalry 
than is apparent in families in civil- 
ized countries who get their milk 
from the same dairy. If a woman be- 
comes infatuated with one husband 
apd neglects her wifely duties to the 
others, he is likely to be cast out. 
Bachelor Clubs. 

If, however, one husband becomes 
infatuated with the common wife and 
she returns his affections, 
if they can escape from the home, or 
rather the hall, where they have been 
dwelling, fly to the country outside. 
They are then permitted to establish 
themselves and cling to each other. 
Sometimes the fortunate husband is 
expected to make a handsome contri- 
bution tow ards supplying his late fel- 
low-husbands with a new wife. The 
jaim is, however, to supply a wife at a 
minimum of cost, and raids are made 
on distant islands and a suitable wife 
carried away. In the past these raids 
have led to wars and to feuds that are 
yet in existence. The establishment 
where one wife is shared by several 
husbands are called bachelor club3, 
maintained much as other clubs are 
maintained, by the joint contributions 
lof the members. But since about ev- 
erything the Yappist needs grows on 
trees and is to be had for the pluck- 
\ing, it is plain that not much work is 
| required in order for a member to re- 
main in good standing. 
| Stone Money. 
| It is on this account that the money 
used on the island represents labor 
rather than any material thing. The 
most valuable coin in Yap is a huge 
stone, sometimes weighing hundreds 
of pounds, and absolutely of no more 
use than the coin in the famous music- 
al banks described in “Erehwon.” It is 
by common consent admitted to be an 
extremely valuable thing, and, after 
all, it is common consent that gives 
value to our bank bills. These huge 
stones are dise shaped and have been 
carved by the citizens who own them. 
Once secured, they are set up outside 
the hut of the owner as an advertise- 
}ment of his affluence. Sometimes 
| they are so large that they can 
| shifted only with the greatest ~ 
| ty and even when they change hands 
|they are often left in their place be- 
| fore the former owner’s home, a mars 
| showing that they are under new man 
agement. It is said that on one occa 
| sion one of the large discs was lost

from a boat, and, though, it now lies 
under several hundred feet of water 
and never can be salvaged, the owner 
is still permitted to use it for making 
purchases, and will eventually be- 
queath it to his descendents. 

An Ancient Civilization. 

The natives of Yap are said to have 
light, coffee-colored skins, wavy black 
hair, dark eyes and prominent cheek- 
bones. They are neither as tall nor as 
strong as the natives of Samoa, and 
their dwindling population, number- 
ing now some 8,000, bears mute testi- 
mony to the degenerating influence of 
polyandry. The 
first white visitors found them hos- 
pitable, and they gave many eviden- 
ces of having descended from a differ- 


‘ent stock from that of their neighbors. 


There remain relics of an ancient ciy- 
ilization upon the island, massive ruins 
which for a long time have puzzled the 
antiquarian. The island was once a 
rendezvous for some of te last of the 
buccaneers, such as the notorious 
“Bully” Hayes. He used to land there 
with fierce Ocean and Gilbert island- 
ers, who had desperate carouses, 
usually ending in murder. The islan- 
ers were terrified by these brutal ruf- 
fians, and their demeanor toward the 
white man now is one rather of timidi- 
ty than cordiality.
